Among those 
wounded are Sergeant John W. Hart- 
man, of Gettysburg; Paul Musselman, 
who is now in the Carlisle Hospital 
with a severe attack of gas;Bugler 
Harry M. Miller, of New Oxford; Com- 
pany Mechanic Roy Renner. of Lit- 
tlestov.n; Arnold Raffcnsperger, 
of 


Arendtsville; Guy Weaver McSherrys- 
town, and Trumpeter Thomas. The 
story told that both Buglers Thomas 
and Miller were wounded at the same 
time. Miller was hit first through 
both of his legs and just as Thomas 
was asking. "Where did they get 
you?" bullets struck him simultan- 
eously in both arms. Among those 
who were .transferred according to 
the former member of Company A 
were Roy L. Andrews, John Kane, 
Roy Orndorff, Earl Stine, Clayton

Flogs are frequently troubled with 


a number of ailments more or loss se- 
rious which, particularly in seasons of 
cholera outbreaks, go unnoticed or pos- 
sibly are diagnosed as cholera itself. 
One ailment very prevalent in late 
Bprlng and summer, especially in pigs, 
is necrobacillosls. 
While this disease 


assumes various forms the one com- 
monly noted in herds are necrotic 
rhinitis, a condition generally known 
as 
"sniffles," and 
necrotic entritis. 


The pigs affected by the first-named 
disease eat but little and sneeze re- 
peatedly, often expelling a bloody ma- 
terial. Lesions arc sharply defined by 
lumps or swellings occurring on some 
parts of the head or face, usually on 
the snout. 
Most effective treatment 


ca:i be made when Ibese first appear. 
They should be opened and the pus 
which they contain removed, and one 
of the following remedies applied in 
the opening with n syringe: Glycerin 
15 parts and carbolic acid 1 part, or 
nitric acid 1 part and water G parts, 
or a 50 per cent solution of iodin. 


Cholera Symptoms. 


In the second form mentioned, ne- 


crnlic entritis, the animals a fleeted de- 
velop symptoms somewhat akin to hog 
cholera. 
Often there is a lack of ap- 


petite, and while diarrhea is not con- 
stant, it is frequently noticed in the 
rarly development of this form. 
The 


pigs become u n t h r i f t y , emaciated, and 
V.'i-ak. 
However, (he absence of red 


spots on (he bellies and the normal or 
lit times subnormal temp'Tatnre of (he 
luiimals d'n'eiV4iliate the ailment from 
chulcra. 


In this form, as in the first, remedy 


must: be used before the disease has 
progressed. 
Feed and so-called stock 


food and tonics t h a t may contain irri- 
tating ingredients should be avoided, 
green 
pastures being preferable if 


available. A physic of oil, such as lin- 
seed or castor oil, to clean out the 
bowels, is recommended. Intestinal an- 
tiseptics are in order. 
The following 


lias been used and found beneficial: 
Copper sulphate 1 part, hyposulphite 
of .soda 4 parts, charcoal '2 parts, and 
common salt: (> parts. 
<!ivo one heap- 


ing teaspoonful 
of this mixture to 


every ]0() pounds of live weight, In 
slop or milk, night and morning for 
about 
a 
week. 
Other 
antiseptics, 


such as sulpho-carbolates, Iron sul- 
phate, etc., can be used to advantage. 


Cause of Necrobacillosis. 


The origin of all forms of necro- 


Imcillosis is the bacillus necrophorus. 
This organism or germ inhabits the 
digestive tube of swine, and being ex- 
pelled 
in 
the 
fecal discharges. It 


develops and flourishes in damp in- 
sanitary quarters. Finally it finds its 
way into abrasions on lips, face, and 
mucous membranes of nasal cavities, 
develops into rhinitis, and later into 
necrosis or death of large areas about. 
the head and fnce of the animal. 
The 


same organism passing into the intes- 
tinal tract sets up there the same 
process of Inflammation, degeneration, 
and necrosis or death of tissue, result- 
ing in necrotic eMritis. 


Prevention. 


In this disease, as in all other dis- 


eases of animals, the sane, simple and 
effective method to adopt is the one 
of prevention. 
While necrobacillosis 


is not rapidly infectious, still the whole 
herd i.s in danger, in that the pigs all 
have the same suppl" of germs from 
which to feed. As in all diseases, the 
germs of this disease must be destroyed 
in order to prevent the ailment; there- 
fore the key to prevention in this also 
is proper sanitation of premises. Fre- 
quent and thorough cleaning out of 
pens, troughs, feeding floors, sheds 
and hog lots is an important factor of 
preventive measures. 
In addition to 


1 borough cleaning at frequent intervals 
a liberal quantity of lime should be 
applied in pens, houses, and adjoining 
lots. 
Proper care in feeding also will 


eliminate much of this trouble. Pigs, 
shote.s- and other hogs should not be 
allowed to feed from the ground. Suit- 
able feeding lloors, preferably 
con- 


crete, and troughs of some rionabsorb- 
ent material that can be cleaned out, 
washed 
and 
disinfected 
frequently, 


are recommended. These equipments, 
while meaning a little added expense, 
nevertheless will pay for themselves 
in a short time from the saving of 
feed and the protection of the animals' 
health. 
"An ounce of prevention is 


worth a pound of cure."

This bean is to be grown 
extensively by boys' ami girls' garden- 
ing clubs in the southern states during 
the coming season. 


All Hens That Lay Eggs That Are Too 


Small or Poorly Shaped Should 


Be Discarded. 


In the production of good eggs the- 


stock is •:>!' utmost importance. Weak. 
sickly stock produces eggs that are of 
prior quality. Such eggs will deterior- 
ate quickly. Discard the hens that lay 
too small or too large eggs, and eggs 
that are poorly shaped. 
If eggs se- 


lected for incubation are small, ill- 
shaped, of poor color and texture, so 
will be the eggs that are laid by hens 
batched from those eggs. 


Tlie qufstion of the quarters in 


which the stock is to be kept is also 
an important one. No matter how 
healthy the stock, if kept in poor 
quarters, it will become sickly and 
weak. 
The house should be roomy, 


well-ventilated and allow an 
abun- 


dance of sunshine to enter. 


SYSTEMS OF FEEDING FOWLS 


TIME TO IMPROVE PASTURES 


Clean Up by Cutting Off Brush, Briars 


and Weeds—Reseeding Bare 


Spots Is Favored. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Spritis is the desirable time of year 


for 
the improvement of pastures. 


Lar^ areas of permanent pasture 
would respond to proper methods of 
improvement which might include the 
following: 


IvH'p the pastures clean by cutting 


off brush, briars and weeds. Large 
stumps, stones and dead trees should 
also be removed. 


Those areas used for pasture that 


would permit harrowing and disking 
at the time of reseeding, applying 
lime, fertilizers and manure, etc., may 
be greatly benefited. 
In some sections 


terracing may be practiced with satis- 
factory results. 


Tlie application of lime, acid phos- 


phate and manure tan always be re- 
lied upon ia most sections as a means 
of adding the necessary increased fer- 
tility. 


llesecding, 
particularly 
in 
bare 


spots, is to be recommended. White 
and Japan clover, benuuda, herds 
grass, carpet grass and blue grass in 
favored sections are commonly used. 
As a rule reseeded pastures should be 
lightly grazed the first year. At all 
times it is advisable to keep the cattle 
off the grass in the spring until well

started. 
Closer grazing during the 


rest of the season may he practiced 
where tins has heen done. It i.s also 
advisable to turn cattle oft' the pastur 
earlier in the fall than is commonlj 
practiced. 


DAIRY COW IS ECONOMICAL 


Utilizes Coarse Materials, Inedibie to 


Humans, and Turns Them into 


Food Material. 


Two facts stand out prominently a 


reasons for the increased production 
and use of milk. 
The first is that 


milk 
as purchased on the market 


usually supplies food material together 
with the growth-producing elements 
more economically than either meat 
or eggs. The second reason is that 
the dairy cow is tho most economical 
producer of animal food. 
One great 


law of food conservation is to turn 
inedible feeds into edible foods in 
the cheapest 
possible manner. 
The 


dairy cow will utilize coarse mate- 
rials, inedible to humans—such as 
grass, cornstalks and hay—and wili 
turn them into milk. Other farm ani- 
mals aioO are converters of coarse 
roughage into edibie foods, but are 
not so efficient as the dairy cow.

Thore arc two systems in use for 


the feeding of fowls, in one of which 
all the feed is given dry and in the 
other of which one or more of the 
daily foods consists of a moistened 
mash. For convenience they may be 
termed the "dry-feed" and the "mash" 
systems, although in the dry-feed sys- 
tem a dry mash is often fed. 
Dry 


feeding is used by many where it is 
nut convenient to make and feed a 
m'oistene'd mash. The greatest advan- 
tages to be derived from the dry sys- 
tem are the saving of labor and the 
lessened danger of bowel trouble re- 
sulting from sloppy or soured mashes.

TIME TO IMPROVE PASTURES 


Clean Up by Cutting Off Bruoh, Briars 
and Weeds— Reseeding Dare 
Spot3 Is Favored. 


A Good Hog Feeding Floor—Saves Feed and Is an Aid In Fighting Vermin 


and Disease,

Hogs arc frequently troubled with 
n number of ailments more or loss se­ 
rious which, particularly in seasons of 
cholera outbreaks, go unnoticed or pos­ 
sibly are diagnosed as cholera Itself. 
One ailment very prevalent in late 
Bpring and summer, especially in pigs, 
is necrobaclllosis. 
While this disease 
assumes various forms the one com­ 
monly noted in herds are necrotic 
rhinitis, a condition generally known 
as 
"sniffles,” 
and 
necrotic 
entritis. 
The plgis affected by the first-named 
disease eat but little and sneeze re­ 
peatedly, often expelling a bloody ma­ 
terial. 'Lesions are sharply defined by 
lumps or swellings occurring on some 
parts of the head or face, usually on 
the snout. 
Most effective treatment 
can be made when these first appear. 
They should be opened and the pus 
which they contain removed, and one 
of the following remedies applied in 
the opening with t\ syringe: 
Glycerin 
15 parts and carbolic acid 1 part, or 
nitric acid 1 part and water G parts, 
or a 50 per cent solution of iodin. 


Cholera Symptoms. 


In the second form mentioned, ne­ 
crotic entritis, the animals affected de­ 
velop symptoms somewhat akin to hog 
cholera. 
Often there is a lack of ap­ 
petite, and while diarrhea is not con­ 
stant, it is frequently noticed In the 
enrly development of this form. 
The 
pigs become unthrifty, emaciated, and 
weak. 
However, the absence of red 
spots on the bellies and the normal or 
at limes subnormal temperature of the 
animals dllfereutiato the ailment from 
cholera. 


In this form, as in the first, remedy 
must be used before the disease has 
progressed. 
Feed and so-called slock 
food and tonics that may contain irri­ 
tating ingredients should be avoided, 
green 
pastures being preferable 
if 
available. A physic of oil, such as lin­ 
seed or castor oiI# 19 (‘lean out the 
bowels, is recommended. Intestinal an­ 
tiseptics are in order. 
The following 
has been used and found beneficial: 
Copper sulphate 1 part, hyposulphite 
of soda 4 parts, charcoal 2 parts, and 
common salt G parts. 
Give one heap­ 
ing teaspoonful of this mixture to

Spring is the desirable time of year 
for 
the 
improvement 
of 
pastures. 
Large areas of permanent pasture 
would respond to proper methods Of 
Improvement which might include the 
following: 


Keep the pastures clean by cutting 
off brush, briars and weeds. 
Large 
stumps, stones and dead trees should 
also he removed. 


Those areas us^d for pasture that 
would permit harrowing and diskiug 
at the lime of reseeding, applying 
lime, fertilizers and manure, etc., may 
be greatly benefited. In some sections 
terracing may be practiced with satis­ 
factory results. 


The application of lime, acid phos­ 
phate and manure tan always be re­ 
lied upon in most sections as a moans 
>of adding the necessary increased fer­ 
tility. 


Ileseeding, 
particularly 
in 
bare 
spots, is to b£ recommended. 
‘White 
and 
Japan 
clover, bermuda, 
herds 
grass, carpet grass and blue grass in 
favored sections are commonly used. 
As a rule reseeded pastures should be 
lightly grazed the first year. 
At all 
times it is advisable to keep the cattle 
off the grass in the spring until well

every 100 pounds of live weight, in 
slop or milk, night and morning for 
about 
a 
week. 
Other 
antiseptics, 
such as sulpho-carbolates, iron sul­ 
phate, etc., can be used to advantage. 


Cause of NecrobacIllo3is. 


The origin of all forms of necro- 
hacillosis is the bacillus necrophorus. 
This organism or germ inhabits the 
digestive tube of swine, and being ex­ 
pelled 
in 
the fecal 
discharges, 
it 
develops and flourishes in damp in­ 
sanitary quarters. 
Finally it finds its 
way into abrasions on lips, face, and 
mucous membranes of nasal cavities, 
develops into rhinitis, and later into 
necrosis 01* death of large areas about 
the head and face of the animal. The 
same organism passing into the Intes­ 
tinal tract sets up there the same 
process of inflammation, degeneration, 
and necrosis or death of tissue, result 
ing in necrotic eiVritis. 


Prevention. 


In this disease, as in all qther dis­ 
eases of animals, the sane, simple and 
effective method to adopt Is the one 
of prevention. 
While necrobaeillosis 
is not rapidly infectious, still the whole 
herd is in danger, In that the pigs all 
have the same supply of germs from 
which to feed. 
As in all diseases, the 
germs of this disease must bo destroyed 
in order to prevent the ailment; there­ 
fore the key to prevention in this also 
is proper sanitation of premises. Fre­ 
quent and thorough cleaning out of 
pens, troughs, feeding floors, sheds 
and hog lots is an important factor of 
preventive measures. 
In addition to 
thorough cleaning at frequent intervals 
a liberal quantity of lime should be 
applied in pens, houses, and adjoining 
lots. 
Proper care in feeding also will 
eliminate much of this trouble.

Soy bean s as v eg et a b les 
how to produce good eggs 


Although Best Adapted for Growing in 
South, They May Be Grown 
in Corn Belt. 


(Prepared by the United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Ilaiito soy beans, introduced from 
Japan, are excellent for the production 
of green beans similar to lima and 
butter beans. 
About 115 days are re­ 
quired for the bean to make suilU'ient 
growth for use as a green vegetable. 
Although 
the 
Ilaiito 
bean 
is 
best 
adapted for growing iu the southern 
states, it may also be successfully pro­ 
duced as a green vegetable during fa­ 
vorable seasons throughout the corn 
belt. 
Being a bush variety, it also is 
adapted for forage production, its yield 
of green feed or seed being -superior to 
many other varieties on the market. In 
a dry form the Hah to bean cooks up 
easier than other varieties and has a 
better flavor. This bean is to be grown 
extensively by boys* and girls' garden­ 
ing clubs in the southern states during 
the coming season. 


All Hens That Lay Eggs That Are Too 
Small or Poorly Shaped Should 
Be Discarded. 


In the production of good eggs the» 
stock is of utmost importance. Weak, 
sickly stock produces eggs that are of 
poor quality. 
Such eggs will deterior­ 
ate quickly. Discard the hens that lay 
too small or too large eggs, and eggs 
that are poorly shaped. 
If eggs se­ 
lected for incubation are small, ill- 
shaped, of poor color and texture, so 
will be the eggs that are laid by bens 
hatched from those eggs. 


The qufstlon of the quarters in 
which the stock is to be kept is also 
an important one. 
No matter how 
healthy the stock, if kept in poor 
quarters, it will become sickly and 
weak. 
The house should be roomy, 
well-ventilated and allow an abun­ 
dance of sunshine to enter. 


Two facts stand out prominently as 
reasons for the increased production 
and use of milk. 
The first is that 
milk 
as 
purchased on 
the market 
usually supplies food material together 
with the growth-producing elements 
more ecommrically than either meat 
or eggs. 
Tne second reason is that 
the dairy cow is the most Economical 
producer of animal food. 
One great 
law of food conservation is to turn 
inedible feeds into edible foods in 
the cheapest possible manner. 
The 
dairy cow will utilize coarse mate­ 
rials, inedible 
to humans—such as 
grass, cornstalks and hay—and will 
turn them into milk. 
Other farm ani­ 
mals also are converters of coarse 
roughage into edible foods, but are 
not so efficient as the dairy cow.

FENCE FOR PASTURING HOGS 


Best Temporary Inclosure Made of 32 
or 36-Inch Woven Wire Tacked 
to Stakes.

A gash across the dead man's 
throat, which had been made with a 
dull knife and which had severed the 
windpipe, showed he had met death, 
while a pool of blood indicated that 
he had not moved after committing 
the deed.

body removed to an undertaking es- 
tablishment. 
Coroner \Voomer visit- 


ed the scene and viewed the body and 
then declared hat it was so evidently 
a case of suicide that an inquest was 
unnecessary. The suicide took place 
at a small stream crossing Carlisle 
road a half mile north of Gettysburg. 
The body was found lying face down 
in the grass at the side of the road 
and efforts to find the knife were 
fruitless. 
It is supposed that the man 


after slashing his throat, tossed the 
weapon into the stream and lay down 
to die. The wound was a rough one 
but the aim was true and death must 
have followed quickly. He was aged 
about 65 years, of medium height, and 
with light gray mustache. He wore 
a blue suit and a raincoat. When his 
clothes were searched after the body 
was found by Mr. Cassatt it was found 
that the man was penniless. He had 
no mark of identfication except that 
the coat bore the label of the firm of

STR VNGER A SUICIDE* 
* 


An unidentified well-clotlicd stran­ 
ger was found dead at the northern 
edge of Gettysburg by Edward Cas­ 
satt about 6 o’clock Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
A gash across the dead man’s 
throat, which had been made with a 
dull knife and which had severed the 
windpipe, showed he had met death, 
while a pool of blood indicated that 
he had not moved after committing 
the deed. 
Mr. Cassatt notified Coun­ 
ty Detective Wilson, who ordered the 
body removed to an undertaking es­ 
tablishment. 
Coroner Woomer visit­ 
ed the scene and viewed the body and 
then declared hat it was so evidently 
a ''ase of suicide that an inquest was 
unnecessary. 
The suicide took place 
at a small stream crossing Carlisle 
road a half mile north of Gettysburg. 
The body was found lying face down 
in the grass at the side of the road 
and efforts to find tlio knife wove 
fruitless. 
It is supposed that the man 
after slashing his throat, tossed the 
weapon into the stream and lay down 
to die. 
The wound was a rough one 
but the aim was true and death must 
have followed quickly. 
He was aged 
about 65 years, of medium height, and 
with light gray mustache. 
He woro 
a blue suit aiid a raincoat. 
When his 
clothes wore searched after the body 
was found by Mr. Cassatt it was found 
that the man was penniless. 
He had 
no mark of identfication except that

Tuesday evening said that he was

The sheriff thinks by the blood 
stains on the razor and because it was 
found at the bottom of the little 
stream directly beside where Harde­ 
son lay that it was the instrument 
used by the man when he committed 
suicide.

URING the great world war sixty-five 
Canadian fighting men won the Vic- 
toria Cross. 
Of the sixty-five, sixty- 


four were soldiers; the .sixty-fifth was a 
sailor. 
The Victoria Cross, the most 


coveted decoration awarded by Great 
Britain to her heroes, is not easily won. 
Of the sixty-five, twenty-five are dead. 
One was awarded the V. C. two years 
after he disappeared during a battle 
and was officially described as "pre- 


sumed dead." Others were killed in the very act 
of heroism that won for them the cross and the 
bit of dark red ribbon; yet others died of wounds. 
Of the sixty-five, two at least were boys from the 
United States—Sergt. George Mullin, V. C., M. M, 
Princess Pat's, New York; Lance Corporal Wil- 
liam H. Metcalf, V. C., M. M., Manitoba regiment, 
Waite, Me. 


"The cross," said Queen Victoria, when she in- 


stituted the new decoration in J8r>3, "shall only be 
awarded to tho.se officers and men who have 
served us in the presence of the enemy and shall 
have performed some signal act of valor Oi- devo- 
tion to their country." 


Sixty-five Canadians, unused to war, taken from 


the farms and oflices and factories, and trained 
for a few weeks or months, more ihan held their 
own against the greatest fighting .mu'hine the 
world ever .saw, and won the Victoria Crots! An 
additional 13,000 Cana- 
dians were awarded oth- 
er B r 11 i s h decorations 
and honors, and G19 won 
foreign decorations from 
France, Belgium, Serbia, 
Italy, 
Montenegro 
and 


Russia. 


Some 2,400 Canadian

The best known of 
the trio is Li<n:r. Col. William A. Bishop of To- 
ronto, who was a cavalryman in the Mi.ssi^augn 
Horse and wont overseas with the horses, but got 
transferred to the ll.ving corps. 
Bishop is offi- 


cially credited with seventy-two and unofficially 
credited with one hundred and ton enemy air- 
pUuies, and is called the world's greatest living 
noe. King George sent for him and awarded him 
the Victoria Cnoss, the Distinguished Service Order 
and the Military Cross. 


Next in reputation is Maj. W. G. Barker, V. C, 


D. S. O, M. C., a roval air force lighter from 
Manitoba. He was given tho Victoria Cross, Dis- 
tinguished Service Order, with bar, and the- Mili- 
tary Cross-, vsith two bars. 
His grand total is

ficht of ihe war was that of Lieut. Alan Arnott 
MoLeod. V. C., a royal air force pilot from Stone- 
wall, Manitoba. This- eightei n-.v car-old boy. at- 
tacked by eight enemy airplanes, .shot down three 
of them. He was wounded live times, and then his 
machine ciaight fire. Climbing out on the left bot- 
tom plane he controlled his falling airplane from 
the side of the fuselage, landed in No Man's 
Land, rescued his wounded observer irom the 
blazing aircraft and was again wounded by an 
enemv. bomb. Shortly after his return to Canada 
McLeod died of pneumonia in Winnipeg.

If a prospective student were able

This accomplished, the volume was 
laiu before the librarian to decide 
whether the person so applying was 
entitled to admission.

Later, important additions to the 


Cottonian, Ilarleian, and Sloane col- 
lections include the Royal- library of 
12,000 volumes, which was eventually 
turned over to the British museum by 
George II; the Thomason collection of 
"Kings' Pamphlets," the da Costa col- 
lection of Hebrew books and manu- 
scripts; the Birch collection of biog- 
raphy ; David Garrick's library of Eng- 
lish plays; Musgrave's collection of

and 
manuscripts;

Cracherode collections of books and 
prints. 


Some Great Acquisitions. 


All these collections were acquired 


previous to the year 1807 with no ex- 
pense whatever to the government, but 
at this time a grant of approximately 


prints, together with col- j ±5,000 was made for the purchase of 


the Lansdowne manuscripts. 
In 1813 


another £8,000 was appropriated for 
the Hargrave Legal library, and, in 
3821, some £13,500 was granted to 
secure the classical library of Dr. 
Charles Burney. Two years later the 
splendid Royal library acquired by 
George III became part of the British 
museum. 
This 
necessitated 
larger 


quarters, and was the beginning of the 
reconstructed museum. 
George Ill's 


library contained no less than 84,000 
volumes. George IV tried to dispose 
of the collection to the emperor of 
Russia to enrich his own private cof- 
fers, but this plan was frustrated, and 
the volumes were saved to the British 
nation. 


Fiancis Egerton was n later bene- 


factor of the Museum library. He be- 
queathed to it the famous Egerton 
manuscripts, together with £12,000, the 
interest on which to be devoted to in- 
creasing the collection and maintain- 
ing a custodian. Three years later, in 
1832, the autograph collection of the 
museum was enriched by the acquisi- 
tion of the Arundel manuscripts; and, 
in 1847, the Rt. Hon. Thomas Gren- 
ville presented to the museum his mag- 
nificent library, which is still preserved 
as a unit under <,he donor's name. 


No library is geographically situ- 


ated more favorably to be available to 
the world than the British museum. A 
famous American collector some yenrs 
ago bequeathed to it an extraordinary 
collection he himself had made, which 
it 
seemed 
from 
patriotic motives 


should have been turned over to some 
American institution. 
After having 


worked in the British museum, how. 
ever, and after seeing the cosmopoli- 
tan nature of those who visit and mnke 
use of Its treasures, one is forced to 
admit that this collection will accoro- 
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T HAS become customary to start 
the history of the British Museum 
library with a transaction which 
took place between the British 


government and Sir Hans Sloane in 
1753, but, as a matter of fact, the 
genesis of this library should be re- 
corded 20 years earlier. 
The event 


chronicled upon this date of October 
23, 1731. is a fire at Ashburnham 
hou.se which partly destroyed the fa- 
mous Cottonian library, and empha- 
sized in the minds of influential pa- 
trons of learning the ab^lute neces- 
sity of properly housing the great col- 
lections which as yet had escaped the 
same fate, says the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


That portion of the Cottonian col- 


lection which was saved from 
the 


flames still exists as- an important and 
valuable part of the present British 
museum. 
Sir Robert Cotton was a 


real booklover and a natural collector. 
When summoned by Queen Elizabeth 
to Calais as royal commissioner in 
arranging a treaty between England 
sincl Spain, it was with sincere regret 
that he accepted the appointment, be- 
cause it took him away from his li- 
brary and from the research in which 
he found the greatest delight of life. 
Later 
Cotton's 
political 
activities 


aroused the suspicions of Charles I, 
rind, as a result, his beloved library 
was sealed up and he himself arrested. 
When later a royal messenger came 
to him with the message that under 
certain conditions he might be re- 
stored to court favor, Cotton replied : 
"Ton 
come too late, my heart is 


broken." 


The famous library was restored 


years later to Sir Robert's son and 
successor, Sir Thomas Cotton, who in- 
herited, al«o, his father's love of books. 
From Sir Thomas it- came down to Sir 
John Cotton, who presented the col- 
lection to fl.e nation in 1700. The 
Cotton library, therefore, should be 
considered the nucleus to which the 
other collections were added. 


Money Raised by Lottery. 


This brings us to Sir Hans Sloane, 


where the chronicle usually begins. 
Sir Hans was physician, naturalist, 
and antiquary, and during his life- 
time accumulated an 
extraordinary 


collection 
of 
books, 
manuscripts, 


drawings, 
lections of natural and artificial 
ositios. 
Toward the end of his life 


he offered them to the Briti.sh nation, 
provded the government paid his 
executors some £20,000, which he esti- 
mated to be one-fourth of the intrinsic 
value of his collections. 
The real 


value was probably somewhat less 
than his estimate, but the price at 
which the British nation acquired his 
treasures was surely less than half 
their value, which made the contribu- 
tion of Sir Hans a princely one under 
any circumstances. 


To persuade King George IT, so in- 


different to the importance of letters 
ami so miserly regarding the expendi- 
ture of money save for his own pleas- 
ures that so*large a sum should be 
paid was no easy task, and «hen the 
memorial was first presented to him he 
remarked: "I do not think there are 
£20.000 in the treasury." Fortunately, 
however, there was influence enough 
among those favoring the acquisition 
of this important collection to push 
the matten to a conclusion. As a re- 
sult, an act was passed through parlia- 
ment authorizing the holding of n lot- 
tery to raise £300.000, out of which 
£,"0.000 should be paid to the executors 
nf Sir llnr\> and the countess of Ox- 
ford, ard an additional £30,000 invest- 
ed at interest in the public funds to 
provide for .-alaries and 
other ex- 


penses. Beyond this, an adequate sum 
was to be devoted to a suitable build- 
ing for 
the 
collections. 
This 
act 


passed parliament in 1733, and marks 
the definite foundation of the .British 
museum. 


Early Restrictions on Users.

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POTATO FLOUR INDUSTRY 


Chief of Dehydration Bureau Predicts It Will Revolutionize 


Food Situation in the United States. 


Mnj. S. 0. Prescott, chief of the dehydration bureau, chemistry division* 
department of agriculture, sounded a note of national interest at the recent 
Wisconsin notato exposition in an address before the Potato Association of 
America when he discussed the possibilities of the manufacture of potato 
flour and the dehydration of the vegetable in the United States. 


“The manufacture of potato flour is a brand new industry in this coun­ 
try/* said Major Prescott “There are only two mills in operation now* These 
are nt Idaho Falls, Idaho, and Canton, Pa* 
But I am sure tlmt the industry 
will grow to vast 
proportions in the next few years and will cause a vital 
change, if not a revolution, in the food supply situation in the United States. 


“The potato crop of the United States is now 360.000,000 bushels. 
With 
the new market afforded the farmers by potato flour mills, I expect to see it 
reach a billion bushels* 


“Germany had three dehydration plants in 1903, 
Today it has 1,900. 
Potato flour and dehydrated vegetables enabled Germany to hold out in tho 
jivar as long as it did, 


“General Pershing last September ordered 30,000 tons of dehydrated vege­ 
tables sent to the soldiers in France. 
This tonnage will occupy one-sixth the 
shipping space that would have been necessary for vegetables not dehydrated. 
Dehydration means a great saving in shipping expense as well as shipping 
space. 
Canned tomatoes shipped from California can be laid down in 
France for $7 a case. The same amount of food value in the same vegetable 
can be shipped the same distance for 70 cents. 


“The importance of this saving can be better appreciated when it is 
known that the vast proportion of the population of the United States is fed 
on food shipped from 1 0 0 to 2 ,0 0 0 miles. 


“All the proteins, mineral salts and vitamines in the potato are preserved 
In potato flour because the flour is made from the unpeeled potato. /The flour 
has 2 per cent higher food value than wheat flour.” 


When British Took Gurna 
in 1914, Arabia Was Put

At the junction of the Tigris and 
Euphrates rivers— 1 0 0 miles from the 
Persian gulf—is the town of Gurna. 
The few tourists who, in ante-bellum 
days, says a writer in Asia Maga­ 
zine, sailed past Gurna were told to 
look with reverence at the spot, for 
here was the original Garden of Eden. 
In December, 1914, the British took

house is essential to success in the 
poultry business, according to Boss M. 
Sherwood, poultry husbandry special­ 
ist in the extension division of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 


“The two methods most commonly 
used are the open-front house and the 
curtain-front house/* said Mr. Sher­ 
wood. 
“The open front provides the 
most fresh air and is giving excellent 
results in some sections, but many 
persons find it desirable to have cur­ 
tains that may be placed over most of 
the openings during bad weather. 
It 
has been found that a house closed on 
three sides and tightly curtained on 
the south does not provide enough 
fresh aJr. 
To remedy this, a narrow 
opening is often made just under the 
rafters. 
This causes a freer circula­ 
tion of air than is possible with all 
the opening curtained, and yet does not 
allow the wind to blow on the fowls/* 


The large curtained openings should 
be from 30 to 36 inches from the floor 
in order that the wind may not sweep 
in directly upon the flock. 


During the summer months openings 
-^ o n the other sides of the building are 
necessary to make it cool enough that 
the fowls will roost there. These open­ 
ings should be so located that the birds 
will not be in a direct draft during the 
night. These extra openings should be 
closed tightly in winter.

Although fairly dark in the evening, 
because coal must be saved, the streets 
are crowded during the early hours.

The streets are as clean as ever and

The suffering seems to fall heavily 
on the poor people. Food now is more 
plentiful because the signing of the 
armistice brought out stocks which 
have been held in reserve. The people 
are perhaps paler than their wont, but 
the street crowds appear to be warmly 
dressed. 


The city lias resumed dancing, which 
has occasioned a terrific editorial out­ 
burst from a portion of the press. For­ 
mer Imperial Chancellor von Hertling’s 
organ, the Bavarian Courier, sa ys: 


“Our enemies will be robbed of the 
last vestige of pity if they hear of 
this. Are they not ri^ht?” 


conceit which grew up in' the hearts of 
the people, namely, that when the Vir­ 
gin of Albert fell (as fall she must, in 
the opinion of all who saw the statue) 
the war would end in a victory for 
France and.her allies. 
But the war 
did not end, nor did the statfoe fair, 
and the opposing armies settled down 
to nearly four years of trench war­ 
fare. 


The Germans, who certainly never 
miss a point in their efforts to under­ 
mine their opponents’ morale, seized 
on the legend. Varying it to suit their 
purpose they spread the story far and 
wide tlmt when the statue fell Franco 
would lose the war. Now, the town of 
Albert possesses a most patriotic ancj 
efficient parish priest. 
No sooner did 
the Hun version of the story reacli 
his ears than he sought out a skilled 
blackfemith. 
The two ascended the 
half-ruined tower, surveyed the broken 
base, and so braced and riveted the 
statue to its recumbent position that 
fall it could not until the tower itself 
gave way. 


Hun Again in Albert. 


So for many a day every British 
Tommy who marched to the front 
along the road to Bapaume raised lii^ 
wondering eyes to the Madonna high 
above his head and few there were- 
of any denomination who failed to| 
find in its strange attitude a species! 
of benign benediction. At last, during1 
tb,ose black days of last March and* 
April, the seemingly impossible hap­ 
pened. 
The British* line bent before; 
the fury of a German assault, aided! 
as it was by long-continued fog, and 
the Hun was once again in Albert. 


When the British retired the statuo 
was still intact, but, whether by ac­ 
cident or design is not yet known, the1 
Germans brought down the tower, and! 
with It fell the virgin and child. 
And; 
here comes the strange part of the! 
story, to which * latest developments 
public attention is now directed for 
the first time. 
Hardly a yard farther 
did the German advance progress. 


From that day onward the green- 
gray hordes were pressed back, slowly 
at first, but with an ever-increasing ce­ 
lerity which finally developed to a rout. 


In a word the luck of the Huns 
deserted them when the Virgin of Al«i 
bert was dethroned. 
From being tho 
truculent conquerors of nearly all Eu­ 
rope they were forced to their knees 
whining for mercy, 
The foregoing 
facts cannot be gainsaid. 
Viewed In, 
retrospect they form one of the most' 
curious and interesting episodes of 
the greatest of all wars.

ribs broken and had blood poison in 
his lef hand; had the ligaments of his 
left leg torn; had the grip four times, 
had tonslitis, his right foot was mash- 
ed and had typhoid fever for 21 weeks. 
Whare was in the cab and hauling 
business, then, and lie was burned 
out and lost four head of horses, to- 
gether with buggies, sleighs, harness, 
etc. lie lost 20 horses altogether dur- 
ing liis experience. Had his left, foot 
mashed at the York Bridge company 
plant wfiile playing pranks, cut his 
left wrist, was shot between the eyes

His tirst wife died and his 
second wife left him. Whare says, 
because he was unlucky. He sawed 
his finger with a circular saw, had 
the ligament* torn in the left side of 
his neck, got run over and was taken 
to Huron hospital, at Cleveland, 0..

pendicitis. He cut his foot jumping 
from a fence and landing on broken 
bottle; cut both hands with broken 
glass; fell into the Poor House Run 
and cut his left cheek below the eye

started the York Cab company and 
failed. He got hit on the head by a 
bale of tobacco stems which weighed 
410 pounds and his hearing was per- 
manently injured.

FTRING the great world war sixty-five 
Canadian fighting men won the Vic­ 
toria Cross. 
Of the sixty-five, sixty- 
four were soldiers; the sixty-fifth was a 
sailor. 
The Victoria Cross, the most 
coveted decoration awarded by Groat 
Britain to her heroes, is not easily won. 
Of the sixty-five, twenty-five are dead. 
One was awarded the V. C. two years 
after he disappeared during a battle 
and was officially described as “pre­ 
sumed dead.” Others were killed in the very act 
of heroism that won for them the cross and tlje 
bit of dark red ribbon; yet others died of wounds. 
Of the sixty-five, two at least were boys from the 
United States—Sergt. George Mull in, V. C., M. M., 
Princess P at’s, New York; Lance Corporal Wil­ 
liam H. Metcalf, V. C., M. M., Manitoba regiment, 
Waite, Me. 


“The cross,” said Queen Victoria, when she in­ 
stituted the new decoration in 1853, “shall only be 
awarded to those officers and men who have 
served us in the presence of the enemy and shall 
have performed some signal act of valor or devo-. 
tion to their country.” 


Sixty-five Canadians, unused to war, taken from 
the farm s and offices and factories, and trained 
for a few weeks or months, more than held their 
own against the greatest fighting machine the 
world ever saw, and won the Victoria Cross I 
An 
additional 15,000 Cana­ 
dians were awarded oth­ 
er B r i t i s h decorations 
and honors, and 019 won 
foreign decorations from 
France, Belgium, Serbia, 
Italy, 
Montenegro 
and 
Russia. 


Some 2,400 Canadian 
women went overseas as 
nurses with the Cana­ 
dian e x p e d i t i o n a r y 
forces, and hundreds of 
others served in Canada. 
Of those In France, four 
were killed in Ipmbing 
raids by Hun 
airmen. 


Bun 
submarines killed 
fourteen others at sea, 
and nineteen died of dis­ 
ease. 
Four nurses were 
awarded 
the 
Military 


Medal, 
forty-three 
the Royal Red Cross, 
first 
class, and one hundred and forty-nine the Royal 
Red Cross, second class. 


Canada built 2,500 airplanes for the royal air 
force and was building bombing pianos for the 
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United States when the armistice was signed. 
About 13,000 men were enlisted in the royal air 
force from Canada, and three Canadian air fight­ 
ers won the Victoria Cross. 
The best known of 
the trio is Lieut. Col. William A. Bishop of To­ 
ronto, who was a cavalryman in the Mississauga 
Horse and went overseas with the horses, but got 
transferred to the Jlying corps. 
Bishop is offi­ 
cially credited with seventy-two and unofficially 
credited with one hundred and ten enemy air­ 
planes; and is called the world’s greatest living 
nee. King George sent for him and awarded him 
the Victoria C ijoss, the Distinguished Service Order 
cmd the Military Cross. 


Next in reputation is MaJ.»W. G.1 Barker, V. O., 
D. S. O., M. C., a royal air force fighter Trom 
Manitoba. 
He was given the Victoria Cross, Dis­ 
tinguished Service Order, with bar, and the Mili­ 
tary Cross, with two bars. 
His grand total is 
fifty enemy machines. 


According to Colonel Bishop, the pluckiest air 
fight of the war was that of Lieut. Alan Arnett 
McLeod, V. C„ a royal air force pilot from Stone­ 
wall, Manitoba. 
This eighteen-year-old boy* at­ 
tacked by eight enemy airplanes, shot down three 
of them. He was wounded five times, and then his 
machine caught fire. Climbing out on the left bot­ 
tom plane he controlled his falling airplane from 
the side of the fuselage, landed In No Man’s 
Land, rescued his wounded observer from the 
blazing aircraft and was again wounded by an 
enemy bomb. 
Shortly after his return to Canada 
McLeod died of pneumonia Jn Winnipeg. 


The first Canadian to win the V. C. was a heroic 
surgeon, Capt. Francis A. C. Scrimger, of the 
Canadian army medical service. 


Color Sergeant Frederick W. Hall, Eighth bat­ 
talion, heard a call for help in No Man’s Land. 
Jn the face of a very heavy enfilade fire Hall made 
two attem pts at rescue. 
As he was lifting the 
wounded man Hall was wounded mortally by a bul­ 
let through the head. He paid for the coveted V. O. 
with his life. 
So did Lance Corporal Frederick 
Fisher, Thirteenth battalion. 


At Givenchy, June 35, 1015, Lieut. Frederick 
W, Campbell, First Canadian battalion, went over 
the top with two machine guns, arrived at the 
German first line with one gun and maintained 
his position there under very heavy fire, though 
every man in his detachment hud been killed or 
wounded. 
L ater lie Mopped an enemy attack by 
advancing his gun still farther and firing 1,000 
rounds from an exposed position. He was wound­ 
ed subsequently and died; the V. C. was post­ 
humously awarded him. 


Private Leo Clarke, \ . C., Twenty-seventh bat­ 
talion; Private John Chipman Kerr. V. (I, Sixty- 
fifth battalion; Capt, Thaln W. MacDowell, V. C. 
and D. S. C , Thirty-* J ith battalion; Lieut. Fred­ 
erick M. W. Harvey, V. C., Thirteenth battalion- 
ali these men performed prodigies of valor in Kill 
tog foes, capturing prisoners, enemy trench«« and 
po rtio n s and machine guns. 
They earned their 
Victoria Crosses, 


Sergt. ElJJs W. Sifton, V. C., charged a machine 
gun alone, killing ail Ihe crew and stopped a coun­ 
ter-attack Hi*til rt • ’ foiled; he was ’ 
*jd. 
So 
wus Private \WUiau> J. MULne. V, C\, Forty-siaah 


battalion, who stalked two German machine guns, 
killed or wounded the crews and captured the 
guns. 
Lieut. Robert G. Combe, V. C., Fifty-third 
battalion, led his company through a deadly bar­ 
rage, captured the objective with only five men 
left, and took eighty prisoners. 
Then a German 
sniper got him. 


Death was the price paid, ateo, by Capt. Okill 
M, Learmouth, V. C., M. C., Canadian infantry, 
who, although mortally wounded, stood on the top 
of th t parapet of his trench and actually caught 
and hurled back bombs. 
Ilis example repulsed a 
determined attack. 


After the Germans had repulsed three attacks, 
killing or wounding all his officers, Company Ser­ 
geant Major Robert Hanna, V. C„ Twenty-ninth 
battalion, rushed the strong point through wire, 
personally bayonetted three German?-, brained a 
fourth and captured a machine gun. 


Private Michael J. O’Rourke, V. C., Forty-sev- 
entli battalion, a stretcher bearer, worked unceas­ 
ingly for three days and nights and personally 
rescued three men under heavy fire from German 
snipers. 


Of Corp. Philip Konowal, V. 0?, Seventy-seventh 
battalion, who personally killed sixteen Germans 
and captured two machine guns; of Lieut. Rob­ 
ert Shaukland, V. Cl. Forty-third battalion, who 
captured and held a position, displaying “most 
conspicuous bravery and resource;” of Private 
John G. Pattison, V. C.. One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh battalion, who jumped from shell hole to 
shell hole until within thirty yards of a machine 
gun, bombed the gunners and then bayonetted five 
survivors; of Sergt. Frederick 'Hobson, V. C„ 
Twentieth battalion, who got a buried machine 
gun into action and was killed while attacking 
the advancing enemy with a rifle to hold them 
until the gun was repaired, and of Private H arry 
Brown, V, C., O. M. R„ regimental depot, who 
saved a captured position by carrying a message 
through 
a 
heavy 
barrage, 
although 
mortally 
wounded, but little can be said owing to space 
limitation**. 


Although the sword is supposed to bo obsolete 
as a fighting Aeapon. Lieut. Henry Strachan, V. 
Cl, 
C-. Fort Garry Horse, killed seven German 
gunners with his saber, silenced a battery, cut 
telephone wires two miles behind the enemy’s 
lines and brought back fifteen prisoners, 


Capt. George R. Pearlies, V. Cl, M, C., Fifth O. 
M. It., although badly wounded in the thigh, cap­ 
tured and held a position against repeated enemy 
attacks; Lieut, Christopher P. J, O’Kelly, V. O., 
M, C., One Hundred» and Forty-fourth battalion, 
led his men in two attacks which netted 111 pris- 
oners, eleven machine guns and six “pill boxes;” 
Corp. CoJin Barron, V. ( \ Third battalion, single- 
Iianded charged three machine guns, killed four 
of the crew, captured the remainder and turned 
one gun 
on 
the enemy; 
Private Thomas W. 
Holmes, V. 0., One Hundred and Forty-seventh 
battalion, acting alone, killed 
or wounded the 
crews of two machine guns, then bombed it “pill 
box” and captured nineteen prisoners; Private 
Cecil J. Kinross. V. C.. Fifty-first battalion, ad* 
v an m l alone in broad daylight over open ground 
against an enemy machine gun, killing six of the 
crew and destroying the gun; Private James P. 
Robinson, V. C., Thirteenth O. M. R., rushed a 
machine gun, killed four of the crew, turned it on 
tin .‘nerny and later was himself killed while res- 
a ftvundud uuuj under fire, and Lieut, Hugh 


Mackenzie, V. C., D. C. M., Canadian machine gun 
corps, was killed while leading a frontal attack 
upon a “pill box” after Jifc had displayed conspic­ 
uous bravery and leadership. 


Among the other Victoria Cross winners whose 
valorous deeds cannot be described in detail here 
were Lieut. Gordon M. Flower dew, Lord Strath- 
cona’s H o rse; Lieut. George B. Mclvean, Canadian 
infantry , Corp. Joseph Kaeble, V. C., M. M., Que­ 
bec regiment (killed) ; Lieut. James E. Tait, V. C.. 
Mi C., Manitoba regiment (killed); Lieut. John 
Brilliant, V. C., M. C., Quebec regiment; Sergt. 
Raphael L. Zen gel, V. C., M. M., Saskatchewan 
regiment; Corp. James G. Herman, Quebec regi­ 
ment; Corp. Frederick G. Coppins, Manitoba regi­ 
ment ; Corp. Alexander Brereton, Manitoba regi­ 
ment; Private John B. Croak, Quebec regiment 
(killed) ; Sergt, Robert Spall, “Princess P at’s” 
(killed); Corp. H arry G. B. Miner, Central On­ 
tario regiment (killed); Sergt. Arthur G. Knight, 
Alberta regiment (killed) ; Lieut. Col. William H.

Hugh Cairns, V. C., D. 0^ M., Forty-sixth 
battalion, Saskatchewan regiment, and Private 
Thomas Dlnesen, Quebec regiment, Who not only 
won the V. C. by charging single-handed five ma­ 
chine guns, one after another, putting them out of 
action and accounting for twelve of the enemy 
with bomb and bayonet, but won a lieutenancy on 
the field. 


The only Canadian member of parliament who 
won the V. C, was Lieut. Col, Cyrus Wesley Peck, 
V. C., D. S. O., for most conspicuous bravery un­ 
der fire and skilful leadership. 
He represents 
Skeena, British Columbia, 


Lieut. Charles S. Rutherford, V. C . M. C„ 31. M.. 
Quebec regiment, found himself alone facing a 
German “pill box” containing two officers, forty- 
five men and three machine guns. 
He “bluffed” 
the Germans into thinking they were surrounded 
and they surrendered to a man. 


Lieut. Graham T. Lyall, One Hundred - and 
Second battalion, Second C. O, R,, during two days 
of operations not only infiicted very heavy cas­ 
ualties on the enemy, but captured three officers, 
one hundred and eighty-two men, twenty-six ma­ 
chine guns and one field gun. 
Lieut. Milton F. 
Gregg, Canadian Mounted Riiles, although thrice 
wounded, personally killed or wounded eleven of 
the enemy, captured twenty-five and took twelye 
machine guns. 


The only 
mercantile 
marine 
officer 
to 
be 
awarded the Victoria Cross during the great world 
war \vas Lieut. Ronald N. Stqart, V, C., D. S. 0., 
the royal naval reserve. 


A Canadian piper, Private Jam es Richardson, 
Manitoba regiment, also won the Victoria Cross. 
He played his company “over the top” xmd went 
back with wounded and prisoners. 
He returned 
to get his beloved pipes. 
After his name on the 
official roster are the initials V. 0. and the words 
“presume^ dead.” 


Entrance Hall of British Museum. 


I 


T HAS become customary to start 
the history of the British Museum 
library witli a transaction which 
took place between the British 
government and Sir Hans Sloane in 
1753, but, as a matter of fact, the 
genesis of this library should be re­ 
corded 20 years earlier. 
The event 
chronicled upon this date of October 
23, 1731, is a fire at Ashburnham 
house which partly destroyed the fa­ 
mous Cottonian library, and empha­ 
sized in the minds of influential pa­ 
trons of learning the absolute neces­ 
sity of properly housing the great col­ 
lections which as yet had escaped the 
same fate, says the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


That portion of the Cottonian col­ 
lection which was saved from the 
flames .still exists as an important and 
valuable part of the present British 
museum. 
Sir Robert Cotton was a 
real booklover and a natural collector. 
When summoned by Queen Elizabeth 
to Calais as royal commissioner in 
arranging a treaty between England 
and Spain, it was with sincere regret 
that he accepted the appointment, be­ 
cause it took him away from his li­ 
brary and from the research in which 
he found the greatest delight of life. 
Later 
Cotton’s 
political 
activities 
aroused the suspicions of Charles I, 
and, as a result, his beloved library 
was sealed up and he himself arrested. 
When later a ro5’al messenger came 
to him with the message that under 
certain conditions he might be re­ 
stored to court favor, Cotton replied: 
“You 
come too late, my heart is 
broken.” 


The famous library was restored 
years later to Sir Robert’s son and 
successor, Sir Thomas Cotton, who in­ 
herited, also, his father’s love of books. 
From Sir Thomas it) came down to Sir 
John Cotton, who presented the col­ 
lection to the nation in 1700. 
The 
Cotton library, therefore, should be 
considered the nucleus to which the 
other collections were added. 


Money Raised by Lottery. 


This brings us to Sir Hans Sloane, 
where the chronicle usually begins. 
Sir Hans was physician, naturalist, 
and antiquary, and during his life­ 
time accumulated an extraordinary 
collection 
of 
books, 
manuscripts, 
drawings, prints, together with col­ 
lections of natural and artificial curi­ 
osities. 
Toward the end of his life 
he offered them to the British nation, 
provided 
the 
government paid .his 
executors some ¿20,000, which he esti­ 
mated to be one-fourth of the intrinsic 
value of his collections. 
The 
real 
value was probably somewhat less 
than his estimate, but the price at 
which the British nation acquired his 
treasures was surely less than half 
their value, which made the contribu­ 
tion of Sir Hans a princely one under 
any circumstances. 


To persuade King George II, so In­ 
different to the importance of letters 
and so miserly regarding the expendi­ 
ture of money save for his own pleas­ 
ures, that so#!arge a sum should be 
paid was no easy task, and when the 
memorial was first presented to him he 
remarked; “I do not think there are 
£20.000 in the treasury.” Fortunately, 
however, there was influence enough 
among those favoring the acquisition 
of this Important collection to push 
the matten to a conclusion. 
As a re­ 
sult, an act was passed through parlia- 
ment authorizing the holding of a lot­ 
tery *to raise £300.000, out of which 
£30.000 should be paid to the executors 
of Sir Hans and the countess of Ox­ 
ford. and an additional £30,000 invest­ 
ed at interest in the public funds to 
provide for Hilaries and 
other 
ex­ 
penses. Beyond this, an adequate sum 
was to bp devoted to a suitable build­ 
ing 
for 
the 
collections. 
This 
act 
passed parliament in 1753, and marks 
the definite foundation of the British 
museum. 


Early Restrictions on Users. 


The records show i|mt the first build­ 
ing containing the collections which 
went to make up the British museum 
was thrown open to the public on 
January 
15, 
1759; 
but the 
words 
"thrown open” require some explana­ 
tion. Today there is no library Jn the 


library, but originally sucn restrictions 
were imposed as to make its use al­ 
most inaccessible. 
In the first place, 
it was announced that 
the 
library 
would be open “except Saturday and 
Sunday of each week, except Christ­ 
mas day and one week after, except 
the week after Easter Sunday and the 
week after Whitsuntide, and except 
Good Friday, and all days which now. 
or .shall hereafter be specially ap­ 
pointed for Thanksgivings or feasts 
by public authority.” 


If a prospective student were able 
to master the mathematics of these re­ 
strictions, he then presented himself 
at the porter’s lodge, where he was 
obliged to give his name, condition and 
address, to be entered in the register. 
This accomplished, the volume was 
laid before the librarian 
to 
decide 
whether the person so applying was 
entitled to admission. If the question 
were settled in the affirmative, on a 
second visit the applicant mighf re­ 
ceive his ticket. 
Having secured the 
precious card, he would then present 
himself for admission, but, as there 
was a restriction that not more than 
ten persons should be admitted for 
each hour the museum was open, it 
was still problematical whether he 
would be successful. 
If so fortunate 
as to be a member of one of these 
groups of ton he was then escorted 
around the library by a guide, with a 
limit placed upon the time, ajnd with 
every element created to destroy the 
pleasure of literary communion with 
the volumes. 


Later, important additions to the 
Cottonian, Ilarleian, and Sloane col­ 
lections include the Royal* library of 
12,000 volumes, which was eventually 
turned over to the British museum by 
George I I ; the Thomason collection of 
“Kings’ Pamphlets,” the da Costa col­ 
lection of Hebrew books and manu­ 
scripts; the Birch collection of biog­ 
raphy; David Garrick’s library of Eng­ 
lish plays; Musgrave’s collection of 
biography 
and 
manuscripts; 
the 
Cracherode collections of books and 
prints. 


Some Great Acquisitions. 


All these collections were acquired 
previous to the year 1807 with no ex­ 
pense whatever to the government, but 
at this time a grant of approximately 
£5,000 was made for the purchase of 
the Lansdowne manuscripts. 
In 1813 
another £8,000 was appropriated for 
the Hargrave Legal library, and, in 
1821, some £13,500 was granted to 
secure the classical library of Dr. 
Charles Burney. 
Two years later the 
splendid Royal library acquired by 
George III became part of the British 
museum. 
This 
necessitated 
larger 
quarters, and was the beginning of the 
reconstructed museum. 
George n i's 
library contained no less than 84,000 
volumes. 
George IV tried to dispose 
of the collection to the emperor of 
Russia to enrich his own private cof­ 
fers, but this plan was frustrated, and 
the volumes were saved to the British 
nation. 


Francis Egerton was a later bene­ 
factor of the Museum library. 
He be­ 
queathed to it the famous Egerton 
manuscripts, together with £12,000, the 
interest on which to be devoted to in­ 
creasing the collection and pmintain- 
ing a custodian. Three years later, in 
1832, the autograph collection of the 
museum was enriched by the acquisi­ 
tion of the Arundel manuscripts; and, 
In 1S47, the Rt. Hon. Thomas Gren­ 
ville presented to the museum his mag­ 
nificent library, which Is still preserved 
as a unit under the donor’s name. 


No library is geographically situ­ 
ated more favorably to be available to 
the world than the British museum. A 
famous American collector some years 
ago bequeathed to it an extraordinary 
collection he himself had made, which 
it 
seemed 
from 
patriotic 
motives 
should have been turned over to some 
American Institution. 
After having 
worked in the British museum, how­ 
ever» and after seeing the cosmopoli­ 
tan nature of tho*>e who visit and make 
use of its treasures, one is forced to 
admit that this collection will accora* 
plish its highest good b^ beir.g uhero

Injured Fighting Fire, Dies* 
Two persona were injured and ninf* 
head of live stock perished as the result 
of the storm which passed over York 
county cn Thursday, between 6 and 7 p. 
m. Three buildings were struck by bolts, 
but only one fire was reported, a barn at 
Paddlctown, being destroyed. It was at 
this blaze that Denville Pfeiffer, aged 84, 
was severely burned whilo flghtiug the 
flames. PfeifTer was in the building when 
the bolt struck, and seeing the blaze, he 
climbed into the hay mow, thinking to 
extinguish it. The flames enveloped him 
almost instantly. There also eight head 
of stock were destroyed. Mrs. Gertrude 
Courdeway, of Fort Wayne, Ind., was 
seriously injured, when struck by *» bolt 
as she waB closing a window at the home 
of Harvey Spangler, of Roundtown. She 
will recover. In some places the hail fell, 
in size, as small as grains of corn, or peas, 
while in others it was as large as shell- 
barks and did considerable damage in 
some sections by beating down and cut­ 
ting the youug plants in gardens and cut­ 
ting blossoms and young fruit from trees. 
At Gleu Rock, the barn of Churles Snyd­ 
er was struck. The bolt struck the corn­ 
er of the building, traveled along a metal 
spouting tearing it from the building, and 
killed a calf, which was tied near where 
the lightning rod entered the ground. 
But no fire ensued. 


Denville Pfeiffer died about 5 o’clock 
Friday evening from the injuries received. 
He is survived by his wife and sou and 
daughter, Carl and Lucy, at home and I 
several other children.

MISHAPS K O IER O rS. 


John M. Whare, better known as 
‘Waxie”Whare, aged about 41 years, 
claims to be the champion unlucky 
man in York county, and probably he 
is. His misfortunes have ranged all 
the *way from a splinter in his finger 
to the loss of two wives— one by 
death, the other by divorce. 
He was 
burned out and lost a number of 
horses by fire; he had appendicitis, 
lias had many bones broken, was poi­ 
soned, and in his eventful life has 
run nearly the gamut of accidents and 
sickness and if there are other things 
to come, Whare has not read of them 
in the doctors* books nor in the horo­ 
scopes. 
He was born in July, 1878, 
in York. At four years he managed 
to get hold of a bottle of poison and 
drank it all. 
His folks had to watch 
him for two weeks and let him sleep 
only half an hour at a time. 
Then 
he ran a splinter in his hand and it 
required a doctor to get it out; he fell 
and ran a cornstalk through his right 
cheek and it came out back of his left 
ear; he was run over by a horse and 
buggy and by a bakery team; was 
bitten three times by dogs; played 
tag on some newhouses and fell from 
the roof through the joists into the 
cellar; got cramp thrice while fin 
swimming and nearly drowned; shot 
himself with a revolver through the 
left hand; fell through the joists at 
Stauffer’s cracker factory; got a piece 
of steel in his left arm and it is there 
yet. That was 2G years ago. 
By this 
time Whare was getting to be a big 
boy, yet cut his fingers with a big 
knife at market; and his right arm 
broken twice and dislocated five dif­ 
ferent times at three different places; 
had his jaw broken twice; had two 
ribs broken and had blood poison in 
his lef hand; had the ligaments of his 
left leg torn; had the grip four times, 
had tonslitis, his right foot was mash­ 
ed and had typhoid fever for 21 weeks. 
Whare was in the cab and hauling 
business, then, and he was burned 
out and lost four head of horses, to­ 
gether with buggies, sleighs, harness, 
etc. 
lie lost 2G horses altogether dur­ 
ing his experience. 
Had his left foot 
mashed at the York Bridge company 
plant while playing pranks, cut his 
left wrist, was shot between tho eyes 
with an air rifle, had his nose brok­ 
en, left eye cut and left ear torn 
loose. 
Ilis first wife died and his 
second wife left him. 
Whare says, 
because he was unlucky. 
He sawed 
his finger with a circular saw, had 
the ligaments torn in the loft side of 
his neck, got run over and was taken 
to Huron hospital, at Cleveland, O., 
and was in Lakeside hospital, for ap­ 
pendicitis. 
He cut his foot jumping 
from a fence and landing on broken 
bottle; cut both hands with broken 
glass; fell into tho Poor House Ivun 
and cut his left cheek below the eye,

then 
he 
started 
the 
bundled 
wood business and failed. 
Next lie 
started the York Cab company and 
failed. 
He got hit on the head by a 
bale of tobacco stems which weighed 
410 pounds and his hearing was per­ 
manently injured.

POULTRY 


SUCCESS OF POULTRY FLOCK 


Ke^p Them Growing and Prune and 
Cull Vigorously—Give Careful 
Attention to Details. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The poultry department of the farm 
establishment must not be forget ten. 
When pruning or culling time comes, 
spraying the orchard is no more Impor­ 
tant than spraying the henhouse or 
dusting or greasing the hens and 
chicks. 
Early hatching Is one of the 
prime essentials for success; but early 
hatching is only the beginning. If you 
want geod, strong, vigorous well-ma­ 
tured pullets to do the laying for you 
next fall, you must see that the chicks 
hatch out a* the proper time, and then 
keep them growing, and prune and cull 
vigorously. The success of the future 
depends on the work of today. 


Many people think that because they 
paid attention to details and “got 
things going” last year they don't need 
to bother much thH? season. 
This Is 
a big mistake. 
The real results this 
year were caused by attention to de­ 
tails lasf >**ar, uml next year will de 
pend on this year--which means that 
careful attention is necessary every 
year. 
Tho • baby chicks, too, must 
he looked after. 
Ask your county 
agent or home demonstration agent 
for a circular on “First Care of Baby 
Chicks.” 


When planning to raise standard- 
bred chi ‘les, many people mistakenly 
think that different methods should be 
used. 
This is all wrong. 
To those 
who have made a success in raising 
mongrel or m iv'd poultry- the com* 
mon ‘ barnyard Hocks” -it is necessary 
only to sucu» "4 that the same methods 
b*1 emp! »; »*1 with the standard-bred 
ehieks thar were used in raising tho 
mixed or hiongrcl variety. 
To these 
who have not raised poultry, the best 
advice is, “Give the (»hicks a good 
chance and they will do the rest.’1 Do 
not hamper them with needless re­ 
strictions.

warm, but they have no power to regu-

late the heat or ventilate the room or 
to supply fresh water. Keep charcoal, 
grit, etc., before them all the time, or 
when needed. 
They naturally love to 
scratch, and if given a chance will 
make the litter fly in digging after tiny 
morsels. 
Keep them scratching. This 
can hest be done by not overfeeding. 
Have an outside room that is a little 
colder'than where the brooder is kept, 
or put the brooder In one side of the 
building or room. This will leave the 
other side cooler. 
Remember that 
sweating or damp brooders or houses 
are more dangerous to chicks than 
cold; but e h ie k s must have a suili- 
elently warm place to hover whenever 
they w;sh. 


To those poultry raisers who brood 
by the hen all there is to say is to let 
the hen do the brooding. 
Keep the 
hen free from lie«* and also keep her 
dry and keep the coop clean. It is no' 
diiiieult task; all that is needed is 
thoughtfulness and careful attention. 
Baby chicks will get under the old hen 
whenever they feel the need of a little 
•warmth. 
It Is. therefore, very impor­ 
tant that the hen should be kept dry. 
Do not allow the hen her liberty with 
her brnod for at least four weeks. This 
will give the * hi* ka plenty of oppor* 
tuni’v to lie-*,line strong.

rioKs are froquently trouhlod with 
n numI)Gr of aih-nonls more or loss se- 
rious which, pnrHcnInrly In sonsons of 
cholera outbreaks, go unnotined or pos- 
sibly are diagnosed as cholera Itself, 
One ailment very prevalent In late 
epring and summer, e.speclally in pigs, 
Is necrobacillosls. 
While this disease 
assumes various forms the one com- 
monly noted 
in herds are 
necrotic 
rhinitis, a condition generally known 
as 
"sniiiles." 
and 
necrotic 
entrltis. 
The plg§ affected by the 
first-named 
disease ent but little and sneeze re- 
peatedly, often expelling a bloody ma- 
terial. 'Lesions are sharply defined by 
lumps or swellings occurring on some 
parts of the head or face, usually on 
the snout. 
Most effective treatment 
can be made when these first appear. 
They should be opened and the pus 
which they contain removed, and one 
of the following remedies applied in 
the opening with ei syringe: 
Glycerin 
15 parts and carbolic acid 1 part, or 
nitric acid 1 part and water G parts, 
or a 50 per cent solution of iodin. 
Cholera Symptoms. 


In the second form mentioned, ne- 
crotic entrltis, the animals affected de- 
velop symptoms somewhat akin to hog 
cholera. 
Often there is a lack of ap- 
petite, and while diarrhea is not con- 
stant, It Is frequently noticed In the 
early development of this form. 
The 
pigs become unthrifty, emaciated, and 
weak. 
However, the absence of red 
spots on the bellies and the normal or 
nt times subnormal temperature of the 
animals dllYere«tiato the ailment from 
cholera. 


In this form, as In the first, remedy 
must be used before the disease has 
progressed. 
Feed and so-called stock 
food and tonics thnt may contain irri- 
tating ingredients should be avoided, 
green 
pastures 
being 
preferable 
if 
available. 
A physic of oil, such as lin- 
seed or castor oll^ i<} clean out the 
bowels, Is recommended. Intestinal an- 
tiseptics are in order. 
The following 
has been used and found beneficial: 
Copper sulphate 1 part, hyposulphlto 
of soda 4 parts, charcoal 2 parts, and 
common salt G parts.

Those areas iiR^^d for pasture that 
would permit harrowing and disking 
at the time of reseeding, 
applying 
lime, fertiliisers and manure, etc., may 
be greatly benefited. In some sections 
terracing may be practiced with satis- 
factory results. 


The application of lime, acid phos- 
phate nnd manure t?an always be re- 
lied upon in most sections as a means 
^of adding the necessary increased fer- 
tility. 


Iveseeding, 
particularly 
in 
bare 
spots, is to bje recommended. 
White 
and 
Japan 
clover, 
bermuda, 
herds 
grass, carpet grass and blue grass in 
favored sections are commonly used. 
As a rule reseeded pastures should be 
lightly grazed the first year.

The origin of all forms of necro- 
bacillosls is the bacillus necrophorus.

sanitary quarters. 
Finally it finds its 
way Into abrasions on lips, face, and 
mucous membimnes of nasal cavities, 
develops into rhinitis, and later into 
necrosis or death of large areas about 
the head and face of the animal.

sume organism passing into the intes- 
tinal tract sets up there the 
same 
process of inflammation, degeneration, 
and necrosis or death of tissue, result- 
ing in necrotic entrltis, 


l=*revention. 


In tills disease, as in all qther dis- 
eases of animals, the snne, simple and 
effective method to adopt is the one 
of prevention. 
While necrobacillosls 
Is not rapidly Infectious, still the whole 
herd Is in danger, in that the pigs all 
have the same suppl;: of germs from 
which to feed. As in all diseases, the 
germs of this disease must bo destroyed 
in order to prevent the ailment; there- 
fore the key to prevention in this also 
is proper sanitation of premises. Fre- 
quent and thorough cleaning out of 
pens, troughs, 
feeding 
floors, 
sheds 
and hog lots is an important factor of 
preventive measures. 
In addition to 
thorough cleaning at frequent intervals 
a liberal quantity of lime sliould be 
applied in pens, houses, and adjoining 
lots. 
Proper care in feeding also will 
eliminate much of this trouble.

SOY BEANS AS VEGETABLES 
HOW TO PRODUCE GOOD EGGS 


Although Best Adapted for Growing in 
South, They (Vlay Be Grown 
in Corn Belt,

linhto soy beans, Introduced from 
Japan, are excellent for the production 
of groon beans similar to lima and 
butter beans. 
About 115 days are re- 
quired for the bean to malio suilU'Ient 
growlli for use as a green vegetable. 
Although

Iinh\o 
bean 
is 
best 
adapted for growing in the southern 
states, It may also be successfully pro- 
duced as a green n»gi'table during fa- 
vorable seasons throughout the corn 
bi^lt. 
Being a bush variety, It also Is 
adapted for forage production, Its yield 
of green feed or seed being iiuperior to 
nianj other varieties on Ibe market. In 
a dry form the llahto bi»an cooks up 
easier than other varleUes and has a 
better llavor. This bean Is to be grown 
extenbively by boys* and girls' gardt^n- 
ing ' lulis in the southern states during 
the L-oming season» 


All Hens That Lay Eggs That Are Too 
Small or Poorly Shaped Should 
Be Discarded. 


In the production of good eggs the 
stock Is of utmost impoj'tance. 
Weak, 
sickly stock produces eggs that are of 
poor quality. 
Such eggs will deterior- 
ate quickly. Discard the hens that lay 
too snuall or too large eggs, and eggs 
that are poorly shaped. 
If eggs se- 
lected for Incubation are small, ill- 
shaped, of poor color and texture, so 
will be the eggs that are laid by hens 
hatched from those eggs. 


The question 
of the quarters 
in 
which the stock is to be kept is also 
an important one. 
No matter how 
Iiealthy the stock, if kept in 
poor 
quarters, it will become sickly and 
weak. 
The house should be roomy, 
wcll-ventllated 
and 
allow 
an 
abun- 
dancu of sunshine to enter. 


Two facts stand out prominently as 
reasons for the increased production 
and use of millc. 
The first Is that 
milk 
as 
purchased on 
the 
market 
usually supplies food material together 
with 
the growth-producing 
elements 
more econ<miicalIy than either meal 
or eggs. 
The second reason is that 
the dairy cow is the most Economical 
producer of animal food. 
One great 
law of food consei'vation is to turn 
inedil)le feeds into edible foods in 
the cheapest possible manner. 
The 
dairy cow will utilize coarse mate- 
riali?, inedible 
to 
humans—such 
as 
grass, cornstalks nnd hay—and 
will 
turn them into milk. 
Other farm ani- 
mals 
SLUO are converters of 
coarse 
roughage into edible foods, but 
are 
not so efiicient as the dairy cow.

STK WGKK A SririDE. 


An unidentified well-clothed stran- 
ger was found dead at the northern 
edge of Gettysburg by Edward Cns- 
satt about 6 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. A gash across the dead man^s 
throat* which had been made with a 
dull knife and which had severed the 
windpipe, showed ho had mot death, 
while a pool of blood indicated that 
he had not moved after committing 
the deed. IMr. Cassatt notified Coun- 
ty Detective Wilson, who ordered the 
body removed to an undertaking es- 
tabiishment. 
Coroner Wooinor visit- 
ed the scene and viewed the body and 
then (tcclared hat it was so evidently 
a '^ase of suicide that an inquest was 
unnecessary. 
The suicide took place 
at a small stream crossing Carlisle 
road a half mile north of Gettysburg. 
The body was found lying face down 
in the grass at the side of the road 
and efforts to find the knife weVe 
fruitless. It is supposed that the man 
after slashing his throat, tossed the 
weapon into the stream and lay down 
to die. The wound \vas a rough one 
but the aim was true and death must 
have followed quickly. 
He was aged 
about 65 years, of medium height, and 
with light gray mustache. 
He wore 
a blue suit and a raincoat. 
When his 
clothes wore searched after the body 
was found by l\Ir. Cassatt it was found 
that the man was penniless. 
He had 
no mark of identfication except that 
the coat bore the label of the firm of 
Ray 
& Hogan. 
Jacksonville. 
Flo. 
Persons who saw the stranger early 
Tuesday evening said that he was 
visibly 
intoxicated. 
Earlier 
in 
the 
day he was ordered away from one of 
the railroad stations when he oould 
not give any reason for his presence 
there.

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POTATO FLOUR INDUSTRY 


Chief of Dehydlration Bureau Predicts It Will Revolutionize 


Food Situation in the United States« 


MnJ, S. 0, Proscott, clilef of the dohydrntion bureau, chomlstt-y division, 
dopartinont of ngrlcxilturo, somidod a note of national interest at the recent 
Wiscousln notato 'Exposition in an address before the Potato Associallon of 
America when he discussed the possibilities of the manufacture of potato 
flour and the dehydration of the vegetable in the United Slates. 


"The manufacture of potato flour Is a brand new industry in this coun- 
try/' said Major Prescott "There are only two mills in operation now. 
These 
are at Idaho Falls. Idaho, and Canton, Pa. But I am sure that the industry 
will grow to vast 
proportions in the next few years and will cause a vilal 
change, If not a revolution, in the food supply situation in the United States, 
"The potato crop of the United States is now 300.000,000 bushels. 
With 
the new market afTorded the farmers by potato flour mills, I expect to see it 
reacli n billion bushels* 


"Germany had three dehydration plants In IdOil, 
Today It has 1.900, 
Potato flour and dehydrated vegetables enabled Germany to hold out In tho 
year as long as it did, 


"General Pershing last September ordered 30,000 tons of dehydrated voro- 
tables sent to the soldiers in France. 
This tonnage will occupy one-sixth the 
shipping space that would have been necessary for vegetal^les not dehydrated. 
Dehydration means a great saving in shipping expense as well as shipping 
gpace. 
Canned tomatoes shipped from California can be laid down in 
France for $7 a case. The same amount of food value iu the same vegetable 
can be shipped the same distance for 70 cents. 


"The Importance of this saving can be better appreciated when it is 
known that the vast proportion of the population of the United States Is fed 
on food shipped from 100 to 2.000 miles. 


"All the proteins, mineral salts and vltamlnes in the potato are preserved 
In potato flour because the flour is made from the unpeeled potato. .The flour 
has 2 per cent higher food value than wheat flour,"

NEEDS VENTILATION

Good 
ventilation 
in 
the 
chicken 
house Is essential to success in the 
poultry business, according to Ross M. 
Sherwood, poultry liusbandry special- 
ist In the extension division of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 


"The two methods most commonly 
used are the open-front house and the 
curtain-front house." said Mr. Sher- 
wood. 
"The open front provides the 
most fresli air and is giving excellent 
results in some sections, but 
many 
persons find it desirable to have cur- 
tains that may be placed over most of 
the openings during bad weather. 
It 
has been found that a house closed on 
three sides and tightly curtained on 
the south does not provide enough 
fresh air. 
To remedy this, a narrow 
opening is often made just under the 
rafters. 
This causes a freer circula- 
tion of air than is possible with all 
the opening curtained, and yet does not 
allow the wind to blow on the fowls." 


The large curtained openings should 
be from 30 to 36 Inches from the floor 
in order that the wind may not sweep 
In directly upon the flock. 
During the summer months openings 
the other sides of the building are 
necessary to make it cool enough that 
the fowls will roost there. These open- 
ings should be so located that the birds 
will not be in a direct draft during the 
night. These exti'a openings should be 
closed tightly in winter.

fare. 


The Germans, who certainly never 
miss a point in their efforts to under- 
mine their opponents' morale, seized 
on the legend. Varying it to suit their 
purpose they spread the story far and 
wide that when the statue fell Franco 
would lose the war. Now, the town of 
Albert possesses a most patriotic anc^ 
eiUcient parish priest. 
No sooner did 
the Hun version of the story reacli 
his ears than he sought out a skilled 
blaclifsmith. 
The two ascended 
the 
half-rulned tower, surveyed the broken 
base, and so braced and riveted the 
statue to its i-ecumbent position that 
fall it could not until the tower itself 
gave way, 


Hun Again in Albert. 


So for many a day every British. 
Tommy who marched to the front 
along the road to Bapaume raised hl^ 
wondering eyes to the Madonna high 
above his head and few there wero; 
of any denomination who failed to| 
find in its strange attitude a speciesl 
of benign benediction. At last, during' 
tUose black days of last March and' 
April, the seemingly impossible hap- 
pened. 
The British- line bent beforO; 
tho fury of a German assault, aided! 
as it was by long-continued fog. and 
the nun M'as once again in Albert. 


When the British retired the statue 
was still intact, but, whether by ac- 
cident or design is not yet known, the'

with it fell the virgin and child. And; 
here comes the strange part of th^*

public attention is now directed for 
the first time. Hardly a yard farther 
did the German advance progress. 


From that day onward the green- 
gray hordes were pressed back, slowly 
at first, but with an ever-increasing ce- 
lerity which finally developed to a rout. 


In a word the luck of tho Huns 
deserted them when the Virgin of Al-j 
bert was dethroned. 
From being the 
tru<;ulent conquerors of nearly all Eu- 
rope they were forced to their knees 
whining for mercy. 
The foregoing 
facts cannot be gainsaid.

retrospect they form one of the most 
curious and interesting episodes of 
the greatest of all wars.

FRING (he proat world war sixty-fìvo 
Canadian 
flgluing 
men won Iho Vic- 
toria Cross. 
Of the sixty-five, sixty- 
four were soldiers; llie sixly-flftli was a 
sailor. 
The Victoria Cross, the 
most 
coveted decoration awarded by 
Great 
Britain to her lierocs, is not easily Avon. 
Of the sixty-five, twenty-five are dead. 
One was awarded the V. 0. two years 
after he disappeared during a 
battle 
and was ofliclally described 
as 
"pre- 
sumed dead.*' 
Otliers were killed in the very act 
of heroism that won for them Iho cross and (Ije 
bit of dark red ribbon; yet otliers died of wo\mds. 
Of the sixty-five, two at least were boys from Ihe 
United States—Sergt. George Mullin, V. C., M, 
Princess Pat's, New York; Lance Corporal Wil- 
liam H. Metcalf, V. C., M. M., Manitoba regiment, 
Waite, Me. 


"The cross," said Queen Victoria, when she in- 
stituted the new decoration in 18r>3, "shall only be 
awarded to those ofilcers 
and 
men who 
have 
served us in the presence of the enemy and shall 
have performed some signal act of valor or devo-, 
tion to their country." 


Sixty-five Canadians, unused to war, taken from

Canada built 2,500 airplanes for the royal air 
force and was building bombing planes for the 
United States when the 
armistice was 
signed. 
About 13,000 men were enlisted in rlie royal air 
force from Canada, and three Canadian air fight- 
ers M'on the Victoria Cross. 
The best known of 
the trio is Lieut. Col. William A. Bishop of To- 
ronto, who was a cavalryman in the Mississauga 
Horse and went ovei'seas with the liorses, but got 
transferred to the fiying corps. 
Bishop is ofil- 
d u l l y credited with seventy-tAvo and unofiiclally 
crt>difed with one hundred and ten cmemy air- 
planes; and is called the world's greatest living 
nee. 
King George sent for him and awarded him 
the Victoria Ci;oss, the Distinguished Sendee Order 
end tlie Military Ci'oss. 


Next in reputation is MaJ.'AV. G.^Barker, V. C., 
D, S. O., M. a , a royal air force fighter from 
Manitoba, 
He was given the Victoria Cross. Dis- 
tinguished Service Order, with bar, and the J\Iili- 
tary Cross, with two bars. 
His grand total is 
fifty enejny machines. 


According to Colonel Bishop, the pluckiest air 
fight of the war was that of Lieut. Alan Arnett 
McLeod, V. C., a royal air force pilot from Stone- 
wall, Manitoba. 
Tills eighteen-year-old boy^ at- 
tacked by eight enemy airplanes, shot down three 
of them. He was wounded five times, and then his 
machine caught fire. Climbing out on the left bot- 
tom plane lie controlled his falling airplane from 
the side of the fuselage, landed In No 
Man's 
Land, rescued his woimded observer from tlio 
blazing aircraft and was again \vounded by ati 
enemy bomb. 
Shortly after his return to Canada 
McLeod died of pneumonia in Winnipeg. 


The first Canadian to win the V. C. was a heroic 
surgeon, Cai)t. Francis A. C. Scriniger, of Uio 
Canadian army medical service. 


Color Sergeant Frederick W. Hull, Eighth bat- 
talion, heard a call for lielp in No Man's Land, 
In the face of a very heavy enfilade fire Jlall made 
two attempts at rescue. 
As he was lifting the 
wounded man Hall was wounded mortally by a bul- 
let through the Jiead. He paid f<n' the coveted V. O. 
%vlth his life. 
So did Lance Corporal Frederick 
Fisher, Tliirteenth battalion. 


At Givenchy, Juno 35, 1015, Lieut, 
Frederick 
W, Campbell, First Canadian bnKalion. went over 
the top with two machine guns, arrived at the 
German firnt line with one gun and maintained 
ills position there under very heavy fire, though 
every man Jn his detaclnnent had been killed or 
wounded. 
Later lie stopped an eijemy attack by 
advancing his gun still farther and firing 1,000 
rounds from an exposed poi?llJon. He was wound- 
ed /subsequently and died; the V. O. was post- 
humously 
awarded 
hlra.

Death was the price paid, alf?o, by Capt. Okill 
M. Learmouth, V. C., M. C., Canadian infantry, 
who, although mortally wounded, stood on the top 
of t h t parapet of his trench and actually caught 
and hurled back bombs. 
His example repulsed a 
determined attaek. 


After tlie Germans had repulsed three attacks, 
killing or wounding all his oilicers, Company Ser- 
geant Major Robert Hanna, V. C„ Twenty-ninth 
battalion, rushed the .strong point through wire, 
personally liayonettod three Germans, brained a 
fourth and captured a machine gun.

Entrance Hall of British Museum, 


I 


T HAS become customary to start 
the history of the British Museum 
library with a transaction which 
took 
place 
between 
the 
British 
government and Sir Hans Sloane in 
1753, but, as a matter of fact, the 
genesis of this library should be re- 
corded 20 years earlier. 
The event 
chronicled upon this date of October 
23, 1731, is a 
fire 
at 
Ashburnhani 
house which partly destroyed the fa- 
mous Cottonian library, and empha- 
sized in the minds of influential pa- 
trons of learning the absolute neces- 
sity of properly housing the great col- 
lections which as yet liad escaped the 
same fate, says the Christian Science 
Monitor, 


That portion of the Cottonian col- 
lection 
which 
was 
saved 
from 
the 
flames .still exists as an important and 
valuable part of the present British 
museum. 
Sir Robert Cotton was a 
real booklover and a natural collector. 
When summoued by Queen Elizabeth 
to Calais as royal commi.ssioner 
in 
arranging a treaty between England 
and Spain, it was with sincere regret 
that he accepted the appointment, be- 
cause it took him away from his li- 
brary and from the research in which 
he found the greatest delight of life. 
Later 
Cotton's 
political 
activities 
aroused the suspicions of Charles I, 
and, a? a result, his beloved library 
was sealed up and he himself arrested. 
When later a royal messenger 
came 
to him with the message that under 
certain 
conditions he might be 
re- 
stored to court favor. Cotton replied: 
"You 
come 
too 
late, 
ray 
heart 
is 
broken." 


The 
famous library Avas restored 
yeai^ later to Sir Robert's son and 
successor, Sir Thomas Cotton, who in- 
herited, also, his father's love of books. 
From Sir Thomas it» came down to Sir 
John Cotton, who presented the col- 
lection to the nation in 1700. 
The 
Cotton 
library, therefore, should 
be 
considered the nucleus to which the 
other collections were added. 


Money Raised by Lottery, 


This brings us to Sir Hans Sloane, 
where the chronicle usually 
begins. 
Sir Hans 
was 
physician, naturalist, 
and antiquary, and during his life- 
time accumulated 
an 
extraordinary 
collection 
of 
books, 
manuscripts, 
drawings, 
prints, together with 
col- 
lections of natural and artificial curi- 
osities. 
Toward the end of his life 
he offered them to the British nation, 
provided 
the 
government 
paid ^ his 
e;:ecutors some £20,000, which he esti- 
mated to be one-fourth of the intrinsic 
value of his collections. 
The 
real 
value 
was 
probably 
somewhat 
less 
than his estimate, but the price at 
which the Britisli nation acquired his 
treasures was surely less than 
half 
thiiir value, which made the contribu- 
tion of Sir Hans a princely one under 
any circumstances. 


To persuade King George H, so in- 
dilTereJit to the importance of letters 
and so miserly regarding the expendi- 
ture of money save for Ids own pleas- 
ures, that so^iarge a sum should be 
paid u a s no easy task, and <vhen the 
memorial was first presented to him he 
remarked: "I do not think there are 
£20.000 in the treasury." 
Fortunately, 
however, there was influence enough 
among those favoring the 
acquisition 
of this important collection to push 
the nuitten to a conclusion. 
As a re- 
suit, an act was passed through parlia- 
ment authorizing the holding of a lot- 
tery 'to raise £300.000, out of which 
£30.(K>0 should be paid to the executors 
of Sir Mans and the countess of Ox- 
ford, aii(i an additioncj £30,000 invest- 
ed at interest In the public funds to 
provide for salaries 
and 
other 
ex- 
penses. 
Beyond this, an adequate sum 
was 10 be devoted to a suitable build- 
ing 
for 
the 
collections. 
This 
act 
passed parliament in 1753, and marks 
tile defijjite foundation of the British 
museum. 


Early Restrictions on Users, 
The records show i|iat the first build- 
ing containing the collections 
which 
went to make up the British museum 
was thrown open to the public on 
January 
15, 
1759; 
but 
the 
words 
**thrown open" require some explana- 
lion. 
Today there is no library in tlie 
World where the visitor or student is i 
Qble to Inspect and make use of Its 
woiiderful contents with greater ease 
$t freedom tlmn the BritiSilJ Museum 


« 


library, but originally sucn restrictions 
were imposed as to make its use al- 
most inaccessible. 
In the first place, 
it was announced that 
the 
library 
would be open "except Saturday and 
Sunday of each week, except Christ- 
nms day and one week after, except 
the week after Easter Sunday and the 
week after Whitsuntide, and 
except 
Good Friday, and all days which now. 
or .shall 
hereafter be specially 
ap- 
poiilted for Thanksgivings or feasts 
by public authority." 


If a prospective student were able 
to master the mathematics of these re- 
strictions, he then presented himself 
at the porter's lodge, where he was 
obliged to give his name, condition and 
address, to be entered in the register. 
This accomplished, 
the volume 
waa 
lak7 before the librarian 
to 
decide 
whetiier the person «o applying was 
entitled to admission. 
If the question 
were settled in the afiirmative, on a 
second visit the applicant mighf re- 
ceive his ticket. 
Having secured the 
precious card, he would then present 
himself for admission, but, as there 
was a restriction that not more than 
ten persons should be admitted for 
each hour the museum was open, it 
was 
still 
problematical 
whi^ther 
he 
would be successful. 
If so fortunate 
as to be a member of one of these 
groups of ten he was then 
escorted 
around the library by a guide, with a 
limit placed upon the time, and with 
every element created to destroy the 
pleasure of litei*ai-y communion with 
the volumes. 


Later, important 
additions to 
the 
Cottonian, Harlelan, and Sloane col- 
lections include the Royab librai'y of 
12,0iX) volumes, which was eventually 
turned over to the British museum by 
George II; the Thomason collection of 
"Kings' Pamphlets," the da Costa col- 
lection of Hebrew books and manu- 
scripts; the Birch collection of biog- 
raphy; David Garrick's library of Eng- 
lish plaj'S; Musgrave's collection of 
biography 
and 
manuscripts; 
the 
Cracherode collections of books and 
prints. 


Some Great Acquisitions. 


All these collections were acquired 
previous to the year 1807 with no ex- 
pense whatever to the government, but 
at this time a grant of approximately 
£5,000 was made for the purchase of 
the Lnnsdowne manuscripts. 
In 1813 
another £8,000 was appropriated 
for 
the Hargrave Legal library, and, in 
1821, some 
£18,500 was granted 
to 
secure 
the 
classical 
library 
of 
Dr. 
Charles liurney. 
Two years later the 
splendid 
Royal 
library acquired 
by 
George III became part of the British 
museum. 
This 
necessitated 
larger 
quarters, and was the beginning of the 
reconstructed museum. 
George 
HI's 
library contained no less than 84,000 
volumes. 
George IV tried to dispose 
of the collection to the emperor of 
Russia to enrich his own private cof- 
fers, but this plan was frustrated, and 
the volumes were saved to the British 
nation, 


rrancls Egerton was a later bene* 
factor of the Museum library. 
He be- 
queathed 
to it the famous 
Egerton 
manuscripts, together with £12,000, the 
interest on which to be devoted to in- 
creasing the collection and (naintain* 
ing a custodian. 
Three years later. In 
lb32, the autograph collection of the 
museum was enriched by the acquisi- 
tion of the Arundel manuscripts; and, 
In 1S47, the Rt. Hon. Thomas Grcn- 
ville presented to the museum his mag- 
nificent library, which Is still preserved 
as a unit under the donor's name. 


No library 
Is geographically 
situ- 
ated more favorably to be available to 
the world than the British museum. A 
famous A"icrlcan collector some years 
ago bequeathed to it an extraordinary 
collection he himself hiul made, which 
it 
seemed 
from 
patriotic 
njotlvcs 
should have been turjied over to some 
American 
institution. 
After 
having 
worked In the British museuu), how- 
ever, and after seeing the cotfinopoll- 
tan nature of thOKe wiio visit and nuiUo 
use of Its treasures, one is forced to 
admit that this collection will accora» 
plish its highest good h^ beir.g wlcro 
it is rather than consigned to the jjeo- 
graphical limitation of any one of tho 
American libraries. 
In this case Uio
